Movement to Disprove Atrocity 

Charges 

The New York Sun of Sunday, Oc- 
tober 2Bth. prints a communication 
from one of Its foreign correspond- 
ents to the effect that the Express 
Film Company, a connection of Pat tie 
Frerei, has been commissioned by 
the German Government Co take of- 
ficial moving pictures during the 
course of the war. These pictures 
are designed to disprove, the com- 
munication states, charges of Ger- 
man atrocities. Under certain con- 
ditions scenes or actual Denting are 
being taken. The conduct of the 
German soldiers after the capture of 
a city !■ being recorded, by the movie 
man*. The German government has 
vailed this official recognition of the 
Importance of motion picture records 
of tha war with much secrecy.

It must have the 
same diversity of subjects as the 
rfaily newspaper* together with tech- 
nlc and the loftiest standards known 
to tbe art. - 

Cheap melodrama Is one thing 
which Is proving a menace to the 
iier manencj- of the motion picture. 
In my opinion It Is something which 
the public tolerates rather than en- 
joys and the quicker It Is eliminated 
the better it will be tor the craft 
Time and proper censorship In each 
community will undoubtedly correct 
this evil, but it la to be regretted that 
certain producers still believe the 
public to be extremely gullible when, 
as a matter of .fact, aay observant 
person does not have to look twice 
lo convince himself that cheap melo- * 
drama received the stamp of public 
disavowal a long time ago. 

It may be said that motion pic- 
ture producing is still in an embryo 
state ;that evils naturally have crept 
in due to Inexperience and other 
kindred reasons. But wonderful re- 
forms have swept aside many of the 
evils and we who are on tbe ground 
already see far more Wonderful 
things in this busy, fascinating world 
of picture-producing. 

One of the principal faults with 
which we bave had to contend has 
been the lack of. good scenarios. In 
late years there has been an enorm- 
ous demand Tor films snd thia de- 
mand Is Btlll growing at an unpre- 
cedented rate. The result haa been 
that thousands of poorly written ! 
scenarios have been Qlmatised In 
order to supply the demand.

Tbls story sounds old-fashioned, 

doesn't il? It savore of Abe Lincoln 
and the Golden Rule. Yet this con- 
sistent old-fajfalooeJ policy has 
"made" William Fox. The builder of 
palatial picture palaces and the pio- 
neer and champion of the "ten-tnent- 
thlrt" show and the originator of the 
"apllt week" In vaudeville. To ex- 
hibitors of the country, however, he 
ia known aa the man who fought the 
Motion Picture Octppua and won. 

In addition to Mr. Fox's official and 
financial interest in lbs Box Office At- 
traction Company, he Is, and has beeti 
since ISO?, the president of the 
Greater New York Film Rental Com- 
pany, the only Mm exchange In Amer- 
ica handling licensed motion pictures 
and not In the trust. 

Up to November, 1911. the Motion 
Picture Patente Company., which 
claimed control of every practical de- 
vice of the moving picture camera 
and projecting machine*, and also 
claimed ownership of the sprocket 
used In the beat projectors, had been 
causing havoc among Independent 
studio operatora, producers and ex- 
hibitors. Those who had Invested 
mousy In plants and apparatus were 
harassed, prosecuted and driven out 
-of business. Ambitious producers 
were thwarted in their efforts to book 
their films, and exhibitors found 
guilty or even suspected of patron- 
izing anti-trust companies were de- 
prived of attractions. 

In the beginning, to facilitate 
prompt distribution, fllm exchange* 
were licensed In every principal city, 
mid those In charge of these dealt 
direct with exhibitors, but the Mo- 
tion Picture Patents Company want- 
ed erc-rytclng In sight.

The 
regular service that la used In all 
housea la also of a higher calibre, the 
exhibitor Instating on flrst-claes pro- 
ductions, as to title, story, acting, 
production, and rjhoto K rar>hy. as the 
picture fan today la as critical as the 
grand opera patron. 

The heppj-go-luck picture house 
proprietor of dnya gone live Is becom- 
ing extinct and In hie place Is tbe 
thorough shrewd and eonelslentflhow- 
man, who la a stickler on detail, as 
to his program and bouse manage- 
ment, alwaya eager to satisfy every 
whim and desire of bis patrons. This 
mm realize* that his theatre la a 
permanent Institution and 'bat he 
must cater to the. wenU and desires 
of every customer, for the natron of 
today Is a daily attendant, instead ot 
a transient customer. 

Th« two hundred and ninety-nine 
seat motion picture house Is passing 
Into oblivion, and In l(a place the six 
hundred seat or larger house with 
every conceivable commodity Cor tbe 
patron. The construction and equip- 
ment being absolutely up-to-the-min- 
ute, and as a result the Brat-claas 
picture house baa Cut off a large ailce 
of the vaudeville theatre revenues- 
The latest innovations In screens and 
projecting machines have been in- 
stalled giving perfect projection, aa 
the natron today koowa the meaning 
■ f projection and will not patronise 
- theatre where there Is a poor pro- 
jection . 

The matter ot ventilation l* also 
taken into cowl deration when a 
house Is being built or converted Into 
a picture house, Tbe stuffy, putrid 
and badly ventilated theatres are not 
thoae to be frequented by the thea- 
tre-goer today, especially the motion 
picture bouse patron and aa a result 
one or the Brat things tbat an ex- 
hibitor considers in a theatre. Is ven- 
tilation. 

Of course, the fire oDclals aod 
health authorities make apeclDc regu- 
ratlona In regard to ventilation, but 
the aggresalvfl picture manager gee* 
these retilatlona one better and places 
tbe newest and moat beneficial ven- 
tilating contrivances in his theatre, 

A practical demonstration of the 
up-to-date requirements of the pa- 
tron* of tbe picture theatres, In the 
elimination of the five-cent admiaalon 
policy. The reason naturally being 
that the demands of the patron for 
the best pictures makes It mandatory 
for tbe exhibitor to charge a higher 
price of admission, on account of tbe 
quality of. his show. An admission 
price of ten centa Is tbe standard and 
a great many of tbe theatres are 
charging an entrance fee of fifteen 
and twenty-five cents. Of course, a 
far superior service is offered in the 
bonnes that exact tbe higher price 
of admission from tbe patron, as the 
skeptic public demand value for their 
money. 

It la only within the last six months 
tbat such remarkable strides have 
been made In the picture house end 
of the. industry.

They Immedi- 
ately took advantage of tbe new 
light tbat was there In the presenta- 
tion of picture* and started altering 
their places, or erecting new theatres 
on the type of" thla house, with an 
equipment aa similar aa possible to 
that at the BUaad. Therefore, much 
credit is due to Messrs. Spiegel, Mark 
and Brock, who were the spanners for 
the theatre. The picture fans, natu- 
rally took cognisance of tbe com- 
modities off e red. to them and aa n re- 
nit pntronlxed tbe theatres that were 
on this type. It can be safely said 
tbat bwats than ISO houses hnfw bean 
tuasetrwetad or an In the course of 
lusuatiaillnii. within the pant six 
months, on tbls plan and style. 
OH of the moat aggressive exblbl t- 
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been scqufrea within tbe pant four 
months. It Is their Intention of 
operating fifty houses by nan June. 

In the housea under their oontrol 
a policy la adopted in accord with tbe 
requirements of the patronage. Wo 
two haute* are conducted by them 
along similar lines, as the dementi* of 
the fin*. In the various localities 
where their houaea are situated are 
entirely different from one another. 
Their desire to BXttlify the demands 
of their patrons to the smallest detail 
baa been the Installation of a nurs- 
. met In each theatre. Here a trained 
nurse takes care of tbe Infanta, while 
their parents are In tbe theatre 
watching the show. All or the pre- 
quialtes necessary for children of all 
agea are to be found In tbe nuraerlea. 
Anolber innovation Is the "children'* 
country store."" every Snturdsy after- 
noon, and a children's "song revue," 
every Sunday afternoon, These fea- 
tures are great attractions and fill the 
houses with the youngster*. 

When the big 150. 00 a day features 
were first offered to tbe exhibitors, 
the knowing ones, satdi "Well, they 
may get away with It for a little 
while, but not long." However, they 
were mistaken. As the big high-class 
natures Is here to stay and tbe ex- 
hibitor will always pay a bl« price 
far a meritorious film The many 
producing concerns that have been re- 
leasing feature programa. find a ready 
market for their output, providing of 
courae. that It Is up to the standard 
The many big .Broadway successes 
that bsve been 'Mime i are In grant 
demand and good prices are being 
paid for them. Tbe titles and cast 
are big factors, as to the msrkei 
value of the feature; but If tbe photo- 
grapby Is poor and the story devi- 
ated from. It Is a hard mstler to- 
make the feature a financial auccesa. 

Much credit must be given to Mr 
George Klelne. as n pioneer In the 
high-class end of the feature business. 
His 'Quo Vadls." waa the leader to- 
ward better class pictures, and as a 
result or this features success, noth- 
ing has become too big to produce 
on the screen. Following "Quo 
Vadls.'" Harry H. RaverMn conjunc- 
tion with Messrs. Werba £ I.euscher. 
presented, the most spectacular and 
interesting feature that baa been ex- 
ploited. "Cablrla.' 'In twelve reela 
Thla picture played on Broadway at 
the finest house, the Knickerbocker 
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mission price or tl.rto top and did 
aggregate business of (N7.IIO0 In that 
time It afterward played at the 
Globe theatre and fleber'a theatre.

The films that are depleting life 
In the under-world wblcb were in 
such constant demand a year ago are 
again being used extensively. Tbe 
amount of crime tbat baa been com- 
mitted In and around New York baa 
been aponeer for the demand for 
-Whiteslave." pictures, such as The 
Traffic In Souls.'' "The Exposure of 
tbe White Slave Traffic," "Smashing 
the Vic* Trust." "The Lure." "Three 
Weeks' 'and a great many Rims of 
this type. It was believed last sum. 
mer tbat these Dims were a "dead 
Issue," so far aa the exhibitor was 
concerned, bnt the patrons have been 
clamoring for thla class of film and 
tbe bouse manager bad to comply 
with their demands. 

At the outset of tbe European war 
It waa widely/ asserted that there 
would be a scarcity of features on 
tbe market, aa tbe European manu- 
facturers were supplying tbe Ameri- 
can market with a large percentage of 
the film used in America. However, 
this Is not the case. The American 
manufacturer has taken advantage of 
this situation and ' la working hla 
forces at top notch, with the conse- 
quent result tbat the "supply meets 
the demand." 

All in all, every exhibitor who Is 
willing to pay tbe price Is able to give 
his patrona the best on the market 
and aa a renult make a good margin 
of profit, even (hough his running ex- 
penses have been greatly increased. 
But. first, laat and all tbe time he 
must give them tbe goods nod not 
try to Impose upon tbem.

The 
Income of tbe producer Is curtailed and down goes the salary of hla artists. 

The aame la true of the ruling sgslnst multiple reel features. All the 
high salaried artists today are those taking part In this type of photoplay, 
and if the picture production la reduced to ilngle reels, salaries will again 
have to be cut. 

These laws are actually In effect, in Masasrhuaetta. They may be In 
California. If California carries, other atalea may take It up. until tbe film 
industry Is so hampered tbat It cannot live.

The mortality rate among pros- 
pectors and those who Inhabit tbe 
desert generally, has fallen off to a 
reasonably low figure, which ia in- 
deed gratifying to those who were 
, compelled to witness the pangs of 
• fever, the year has seen the birth of 
■a new Ides — the serial, 'which, like 
'.the poor. It seems we shall have al- 
irut with. m. 

Seiiouty, thongb, the year Just 
ended has marked a milestone In the 
advance of the movies never dream- 
ed of even by those most faraighted. 
Ahing with the Increase in quantity 
and footage of productions, tbe qual- 
ity ,bM not been completely over- 
looked and while it has not advanced 
aa zkuch as those who have the in- 
terests of tbe pictures at heart could 
wish, it baa nevertheless forged 
ahead, noticeably. 

The, -production of well-known 
books ■and plays by competent com- 
panies be* added prestige to the In- 
dustry tn nearly all cases. There are 
■one Instances, however, where tbe 
leads of\tbe productions recruited 
from that legitimate stage and with- 
out belnjr given sufficient time to 
master the difficulties of screen act- 
Inc. tuts* caused Irritation to th* au- 
diences inatead of sdtoJratton. 

TUb haaiDasst censed mainly by ln- 
Msapjdaat junetsM and the ingrown 
belief at the stars that their man 




lag the filmed version* of books tod 
piayi to ran their natural length, 
eamnajtlea establish a certain an- 
changeable rule that all their pro- 
ductions must be or a standard num- 
ber of reels. Th* pr***nt market 
condition* are BUppoeed to a* th. 
cause of this, but It could be broken 
away from easily If ion* on* would 
make tbe attempt. A couple of years 
ago It waa thought certain financial 
suicide to produce a Him longer than 
two thousand feet, and few Indeed 
were those who would go above ths 
one thousand-foot mark, but now 
those fears sre laughed at. . 

This setting a limitation on length 
of features ha* worked both ways, 
and poor plays which could have 
been easily told In two reels and 
which possibly should not bare been 
filmed at all. are stretched out to 
four or Ave reels simply because the 
company has set that standard for 
Its releases. 

One of the greatest mistakes of 
those producing features at present 
is to conclude that because tbe 
author of the original work !■ well 
known, or rather that bis works are. 
that tbe plfty In point will have an 
appeal to moving picture audiences, 

Numbers of nationally known 
authors have written some very poor 
fiction, but It ts all filmed, the good 
with tbe bad, and handed out Co the 
public with tbe same indorsement 
(hat Is given the company's best 
works. There is plenty of good ma- 
terial to be, had and as long as the 
manufacturers are employing strong 
companies and spenljng their money 
freely, It would seem that more care 
might be taken in the selection of 
B'.orles to Ml (ii. 

What tbe coming year will bring 
forth no one can tell, but it la rea- 
sonable to expect that adaptions will 
continue, but. however, hardly a* 
strong as at present. Those makers 
Of Aim who are looking ahead would 
do well to give attention to the 
writer who has been trained In the 
scenario game and who is capable of 
turning out really high -class fea- 
tures, provided, or course, that be Is 
given leeway. Manufacturers have 
long overestimated the drawing pow- 
er of the author's name, and if they 
would pive encouragement to the 
trained photoplaywright, allowing 
blm a price for his work io propor- 
tion to that paid for tbe rights to 
books and playa. and give him a tit- 
tle "rope" In calling for casts, sets 
and locations, the same as given to 
adaptions. It is a foregone conclusion 
that be will turn out work that will 
average higher than the present fen- 
More than ever now tbe finished 
adaptation represents day* and 
nights of hard work by some un- 
known adapter wbo has had to put 
"punches" In the plays before they 
are ready for screening, 

An original work has brought 
for t!i the greatest and most spectac- 
ular film yet produced. '"Cablrla." 
Adaptions from such works a* Dan- 
te's Inferno, The Odeesy, Pompeii, 
have not compared with It. 

After all It Is the play and the 
actor one noes to see and not the 
work of any certain author. Tbe 
sooner that feature producers realize 
that 'audiences ere Interested ifl)i> in 
who Is playing In the film anil what 
company produced It. and most of all 
whether it Is realty a Mm of feature 
proportions, then Indeed will the in- 
dustry take a gTeat stride forward.

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UNIVERSAL SECURES FIRST 

VIEWB OP ITALIAN EARTH- 
QUAKE. 

The Universal Animated Weekly 
has scored another scoop, Tbe first 
views of the earthquake In Centrsl 
Italy are now on their way to New 
York and will be exhibited on Broad- 
way in ten dsys. The pictures were 
taken by tbe Universal'* Rome corre- 
spondent, who hurried to Aveisano, 
the center of the widespread earth- 
quake, where so many thousands or 
lives were lost. 

The views stow the city as it Is to- 
day, leveled to tbe ground by tbe 
quale*. Some of the buildings have 
been crumpled into dust, while hers 
and there ill the ruins a Ions column 
or a wait stands out like relics of 
ancient Rome or Pompeii. The re- 
moval of victims to the hospitals In 
Home also ia depleted, while other 
scenes showing the digging out of tbe 
Injured from the ruins of their homes 
occupy a hundred- feet of film. 

The Universal camera man left 



Rome early on the morning of the dis- 
aster and traveled on until he had 
reached the scenes of greatest <io- 
vaatatlon. While taking seme of the 
pictures be was frequently called 
upon to assist In succoring the 
wounded. ■ Rate was falling at the 
time the pictures were taken, but 
despite this handicap the photography 
Is wonderfully clear. 

Borne of the scenes which the Uni- 
versal camera man filmed were so 
ghastly that they bad to be well 
pruned before a showing to an Amer- 
ican audience. Row after row of 
mutilated bodies Is not a plessant 
sight, and the Universal thought best 
to cut these scenes. However, the 
film shows the survivors and rela- 
tives of the dead frantically digging 
In the ruins of their homes for the 
bodies of those buried benesth the 
crushed floors and walls. The earth- 
quake films will be shown In the next 
release of the Animated Weakly, to- 
gether with interesting wsx scenes, 
including "close-ups" of the German 
crown prince.
